Raleigh  scored  twice  in  the  first  three 
minutes  of  the  game. 

Charlotte,  spanked  to  the  tune  of  28-0,  was  the  next  victim  of  the  caps.  The  "Wildcats"  were  not  able  to 
get  past  the  big  purple  team's  45  yard  line. 

The  following  week  Raleigh  made  its  sixth  straight  win  with  a  39-0  victory  over  a  fast  Wilmington  team.  The 
game  was  highlighted  by  LeRoy  Martin's  70  yard  touchdown  which  was  started  by  an  intercepted  pass. 

Fresh  from  the  Wilmington  victory,  the  Caps  rolled  up  a  CO-O  score  over  the  Oxford  Orphanage.  The 
little  Orphanage  team  was  overpowered  from  the  start,  and  the  entire  Raleigh  squad  saw  action. 

Raleigh  then  traveled  to  Lexington  where  it  had  a  hard  time  making  its  eighth  straight  victory.  The  Caps 
won  the  game  12-0  behind  the  hard  running  of  Jordan  and  Jones.

Coach  Lee  J.  Stone  is  pointing  to  the  pitching  of  Mack  Campbell  and  John  Holding  to  sub- 
due the  batters,  while  heavy  hitters  John  Sykes,  Rex  Benson,  and  Walt  Ferrell  worry  the  enemy  field- 
ers with  stinging  hits  off  the  "ole  bat."  Coach  Stone  thinks  the  success  of  the  team  will  depend 
largely  upon  the  alertness  of  the  fielders  in  their  teamwork  rather  than  the  hitting.
